5.  Voted  not  to  accept  the  report  of  the  School 
Board  as  it  appears  in  the  town  report.  Relative  to 
the  question  concerning  the  Smith  Meeting  House 
school  building,  the  Moderator  read  letters  from  Super- 
intendent Mattoon  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
First  Congregational  Society  of  Gilmanton  and  from 
Harold  G.  Page  for  the  Executive  Committee  to  Su- 
perintendent Mattoon  stating  that  the  First  Congrega- 
tional Society  did  not  wish  to  accept  a  lease  of  the 
school  building.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents,  and 
Voters  in  the  Gilmanton  School  District: 

If  given  free  rein,  the  thinking  of  men  can  release 
the  most  treacherous  forces — illwill,  discontent,  tur- 
moil, suspicion,  disbelief,  hatred,  and  strife,  or  it  can 
create  the  greatest  blessings.  The  record  of  the  ages  is 
that  a  balance  has  always  been  struck  between  evil  and 
good.  Panics,  disorders,  misery,  and  wars  give  way 
to  rule  by  and  respect  for  laws  and  agreements,  human 
betterment,  peace  and  opportunities  for  folks  to  live 
their  lives  in  freedom,  rear  their  families,  and  honor 
spiritual  attributes — eternal  values. 

The  schools,  now  buffeted  temporarily  by  the 
tensions  and  complexities  of  the  times,  stand  for  and 
promote  programs  designed  to  advance  a  race  or  na- 
tion of  young  people  who  are  strong  in  body,  alert  in 
mind,  straightforward  in  purpose,  and  calm  in  inner 
life. 

Facilities,  materials,  personnel,  and  funds  are 
needed  to  provide  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
school's  goals.  This  report  will  describe  some  of  the 
steps  which  are  being  taken  to  attain  the  ideals  for 
which  we  strive. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

The  safety  of  pupils  in  the  school  buildings,  on  the 
buses,  and  on  the  school  grounds  is  of  major  concern. 
Fire  drills  have  been  held  frequently  and  pupils  trained 
to  care  for  themselves  both  during  such  exercises  and 
in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 
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Survey  of  School  Plants 

The  School  Board  has  requested  the  State  Board 
oi'  Education,  and  through  that  body,  other  State  de- 
partments or  agents,  to  make  a  survey  of  its  school 
facilities  and  needs. 

It  is  anticipated  that  various  residents  of  Gilman- 
ton  will  be  invited  to  take  part  in  the  school  survey. 
On  December  10,  1947,  Mr.  Russell  H.  Leavitt,  Chief 
of  the  Division  of  Instruction,  and  Mr.  Paul  E.  Far- 
num,  Chief  of  Administrative  Services,  were  in  Gil- 
manton  to  initiate  the  survey.  In  January,  1948,  citi- 
zens, State  agents,  and  school  board  members  will  meet 
to  discuss  various  aspects  of  schools,  buildings,  trans- 
portation, and  future  prospects.  A  report  may  be 
made  at  the  annual  district  meeting  in  1948. 

Gale  School 

Attorneys  for  the  School  Board  have  reported  on 
the  ownership  of  land  where  the  Gale  School  sets.  As 
shown  in  Belknap  County  records,  Dudley  Prescott 
deeded  a  tract  of  land  about  the  Gale  School  building 
to  Nathaniel  Gale  on  Nov.  14,  1794,  and  Nathaniel  S. 
Gale  transferred  title  to  a  tract  of  land  to  Owen  J. 
Edgerly  on  Aug.  21,  1861.  In  deeds  there  is  a  refer- 
ence to  the  "schoolhouse  lot".  It  has  not  been  found 
that  Nathaniel  S.  Gale's  heirs  have  disposed  of  this 
tract,  nor  can  it  be  proved  that  either  the  Town  of 
Gilmanton  or  the  Gilmanton  School  District  has  a  deed 
to  the  school  grounds,  though  a  school  building  has 
occupied  the  land  for  many  years. 

Accordingly,  the  Gilmanton  School  Board  adver- 
tised to  sell  the  Gale  School  building.  Bids  were 
opened  on  August  19,  1947,  and  purchase  was  made 
by  Mr.  William  J.  O'Connell,  60  Congress  Street, 
Amesbury,  Mass.  The  School  Board  gave  a  ''ill  ^(  Bale 
In  the  building  and  a  Quitclaim  Deed  to  the  land  in 
exchange  for  a  payment  of  8177.50  by  Mr.  O'Connell 
in  September. 
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Smith  Meeting  House  School 
By  District  action  under  Article  10  of  the  Warrant 
used  on  March  9,  1946,  the  School  Board  leased  the 
Smith  Meeting  House  School  for  a  period  of  years  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  First  Congregational 
Society  of  Gilmanton  for  a  rental  fee  of  $1  per  year. 
The  lease  was  effective  in  May,  1947,  and  permitted 
the  Executive  Committee  to  sublease  the  school  build- 
ing under  conditions  similar  to  those  set  forth  in  the 
lease  to  the  Society.  The  Society  sublet  the  structure 
to  the  American  Legion  Post  for  use  as  Post  Head- 
quarters. 

Offer  of  Gilmanton  Academy 
At  the  last  school  district  meeting,  the  Trustees  of 
Gilmanton  Academy,  through  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, offered  to  the  Gilmanton  School  District  the  trust 
funds,  building  and  lot  on  which  it  stands,  and  any 
other  property  of  the  Academy,  under  certain  condi- 
tions : 

"1.  That  the  School  District  proceed  at  its  own 
expense  to  put  the  exterior  of  the  Academy  building 
in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  when  it  entered  into  pos- 
session of  the  same  lease  from  said  Trustees. 

"2.  That  all  funds  turned  over  by  the  Trustees  of 
Gilmanton  Academy  pursuant  to  the  terms  thereof 
shall  be  held  by  the  Gilmanton  School  Board  in  trust, 
and  expended  for  the  following  purposes  only : 

"a.  To  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  such  trust 
"b.  To  keep  in  repair,  for  school  purposes,  the 
present  Academy  building,  or  any  improve- 
ments or  replacement  thereof  on  the  same  lot 
"c.  To  make  such  improvements  or  alterations 
in  the  present  Academy  building  (or  to  any 
improvement  or  replacement  thereof  on  the 
same  lot)  not  exceeding  S500  in  any  one 
school  year,  as  the  School  Board  may  consider 
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necessary  or  desirable  for  school  or  commu- 
nity purposes,  and 

"d.  To  make  such  improvements  to  or  alterations 
in  the  present  Academy  building-  (or  to  any 
improvement  or  replacement  thereof  on  the 
same  lot)  as  may  be  legally  voted  by  the 
School  District, 

"provided,  however,  that  the  School  Board  shall 
make  no  payment  under  the  second  condition  hereof 
until  the  first  condition  hereof  shall  have  been  com- 
plied with  fully. 

"If  this  offer  is  accepted  by  the  School  District, 
the  Trustees  of  Gilmanton  Academy  shall  submit  the 
proposition  to  the  Superior  Court  for  approval." 

The  District  voted  to  accept  the  conditions  pre- 
sented by  the  Trustees  and  the  Trustees,  in  turn,  have 
petitioned  the  Superior  Court  for  approval. 

Painting  the  Academy 

The  School  Board  advertised  for  bids  under  listed 
conditions  for  painting  the  Academy  one  coat  on  the 
front  and  sides,  leaving  the  rear  until  later  because  of 
contemplated  alterations.  The  bids  were  opened  on 
July  7,  1947,  and  the  work  completed  by  Donald 
Sharon  and  Son  of  Northfield  in  mid-August.  The  bid 
price  was  one  thousand  dollars. 

Classroom  Seating  /or  Toirn  Hall  Room 

Funds  from  the  sale  of  the  Potter  and  Gale  School 
buildings  were  ear-marked  for  improvements  at  the 
Iron  Works.  Seats  and  desks  for  the  larger  pupils,  bor- 
rowed from  another  school  district,  were  inadequate 
for  the  size  of  the  youngsters;  therefore,  the  School 
Board  ordered  sufficient  movable,  combination  desk- 
chairs  with  metal  frames  for  the  room  in  the  Town 
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Hall  now  used  for  classroom  purposes.  Delivery  was 
promised  in  November  but  the  shortage  of  steel  has 
prevented  their  receipt  at  the  time  set.

Minimum  Salaries 
With  greatly  increased  State  Aid  to  school  dis- 
tricts, the  State  Board  of  Education  established  mini- 
mum salary  standard  for  teachers  in  all  public  schools 
effective  July  1,  1947.  The  stipulations  are  sum- 
marized thus  (see  original  for  exact  wording)  : 

1.  Teacher  with  less  than  four  years  of  college 
preparation,  and  less  than  five  years  of  suc- 
cessful teaching  experience,  not  less  than  $1700 
per  school  year. 

2.  Teacher  with  less  than  four  years  of  college 
preparation  and  more  than  five  years  of  suc- 
cessful teaching  experience,  not  less  than  $1800 
per  school  year. 
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3.  Teacher  with  four  years  or  more  of  college 
preparation,  and  less  than  three  years  suc- 
cessful teaching  experience,  not  less  than 
$1800  per  school  year. 

4.  Teacher  with  four  or  more  years  of  college 
preparation,  and  more  than  three  years  suc- 
cessful teaching  experience,  not  less  than 
$2000  per  school  year. 

Teachers  Employed 

An  overload  of  small  pupils  in  one  room  made  im- 
perative the  employment  of  a  teacher  for  beginners. 
Miss  Marietta  Nute,  graduate  of  Wheelock  School, 
tutor,  traveler,  and  summer  camp  director,  was  em- 
ployed after  schools  opened  for  a  position  at  the  Corner 
School. 

Mrs.  Zelma  G.  Watts,  successful  teacher  last  year 
at  the  Iron  Works  School,  was  transferred  to  the  Cor- 
ner School  for  this  year  and  Mr.  Theodore  N.  Floros 
who  taught  in  the  Town  Hall  Classroom  last  year  be- 
came Principal  of  the  Corner  School. 

At  the  Iron  Works,  Mrs.  Florence  M.  Durgin 
continues  as  Principal.  Replacing  Mrs.  Watts,  Mrs. 
Dorothy  H.  Manley,  with  teaching  experience  in  Ossi- 
pee  and  Tuftonboro,  entered  the  employ  of  the  Gil- 
manton  School  Department  to  teach  intermediate 
grades. 

Mr.  Floros'  work  at  the  Town  Hall  was  taken  by 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Page  Uhlenberg  who  formerly  taught  in 
New  Durham  and  Northfield. 

Miss  Priscilla  E.  Marrotte,  Music  Supervisor, 
married  in  June.  The  position  has  been  taken  by  Miss 
Jane  R.  Vogel  of  Manchester,  formerly  on  the  staff  of 
the  Tilton-Northfield  High  School,  with  music  training 
at  River  College. 
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Teachers'  Meetings 

One  of  the  most  important  jobs  of  administration 
is  to  provide  means  whereby  teachers  may  be  cogniz- 
ant of  changing  methods,  materials,  and  teaching. 
In  this  supervisory  union,  teachers  are  attending  a 
series  of  meetings  throughout  the  school  year,  par- 
ticularly emphasizing  "Child  Development  and  the 
Curriculum."  In  each  of  these  meetings,  teachers 
take  part  as  speakers,  and  a  portion  of  each  program 
is  scheduled  for  voices  from  outside. 

September  2— Visual  Presentation  of  the  Theme : 
"All  Children  are  Created  with  Personalities,"  through 
the  use  of  films  prepared  by  the  Yale  Clinic  of  Child 
Development.

Dr.  Kathleen  Robinson,  School  Physi- 
cian, addressed  the  subject  of  "Physical  Examinations 
for  All,"  and  Safety  on  School  Buses  was  shown  in 
the  film,  "Priceless  Cargo." 

October  8 — Learning  and  Expressing  through  the 
Arts.  The  main  speaker :  Dr.  Mildred  Landis,  Super- 
visor of  Fine  Arts  in  New  Hampshire. 

November  5 — Child  Development  through  Human 
Relations  and  Experiences,  Mrs.  Ralph  H.  Smith, 
Laconia  School  Board  member,  and  Rev.  Paul  V.  Hos- 
tetter,  Gilford  PTA  member,  discussed  "Parents  Want 
School  to  Teach  'Living.'  " 

January  7 — Pupil  Achievement  in  School  Studies. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  H.  Erholm  of  Tilton,  formerly 
connected  with  New  Jersey  Institutional  work,  handled 
the  topic:  "Handicrafts,  A  Part  of  School  Life."

Concord,    will    describe    "Learning  Levels    in    High 
School  Subjects." 

In-Service  Training  Program 
Large  industrial  firms  hire  employees  who  have 
attended  college  and  have  a  degree.  Then,  it  provides 
in-service  training  facilities  so  advancement  can  be 
fairly  rapid.  Some  of  the  firms  at  starting  college 
graduates,  men  without  any  experience  in  the  indus- 
try, at  more  than  $200  per  month  and,  in  addition, 
gives  a  training  program  so  promotions  in  position 
and  salary  come  quickly. 

Gilmanton  has  not  been  able  to  secure  the  services 
of  teachers  all  of  whom  hold  college  degrees.  It  has 
not  yet  provided  the  salary  inducements  to  encourage 
teachers  to  study  summers  to  obtain  additional  train- 
ing to  cope  with  the  problems  of  education  in  these 
complex  times.  If  salaries  remain  at  present  levels 
in  Gilmanton  and  teachers  are  not  encouraged  to  seek 
summer  school  studies,  a  program  of  in-service  train- 
ing with  a  part-time  director  of  instructor  should  be 
provided  soon. 

Finances 

Annual  School  District  Meetiiif/ 
On  April  14,  1947,  the  School  Board  presented  in 
the  Town  Report  a  School  Budget  of  $23,000.     The 
District  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  1947-8 
school  year  the  sum  of  $17,125.06. 

The  1947  Legislature  voted  a  500 %  increase  in 
State  Aid.  Under  this  legislation,  Gilmanton's  allot- 
ment was  estimated  to  be  $8,138.07.  A  legislative 
requirement  was  that  a  special  school  district  meeting 
be  held  to  appropriate  the  estimated  State  Aid  funds. 
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Special  Meeting 
On  July  7,  1947,  a  special  school  district  meeting 
was  held.  It  was  voted  that  $3,106.07  (est.)  be  allotted 
to  the  reduction  of  taxes  for  school  purposes  and  the 
balance,  $5,031.00  be  appropriated  for  current  school 
expenses.  Though  school  costs  are  mounting  rapidly 
due  to  increases  in  all  types  of  materials  and  services, 
the  original  appropriation  of  $17,125.06  in  April  was 
established  as  the  sum  for  the  support  of  local  schools 
with  State  Aid  of  $5,031.
